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The Gentlemanly Way to Kill 

In these United States a complexity of laws 
forbid killing of human beings, the penalties for 
same being varied according to the degree of mur- 
der, or intent to kill, or the degree of homicide hi 
the case of accidental death. 

There are two ways, however, in which it seems 
that the death of another persons can be caused 
without much fear of punishment .... hunting 
accidents and highway accidents'. 

It seems that if a hunter accidentally kills while 
in search of game, that this somehow makes the kill- 
ing o. k. In most cases the death is written off as 
accidental, and the most extreme penalty exacted 
by law enforcement officials and the courts is revo- 
cation of the offending hunter's license for a year. 
In other words a death while engaged in hunting 
is not regarded as a crime. 

A parallel is in the second method. Killing of 
a person or persons by means of a recklessly- 
driven car. There seems to be a fantastic attitude 
on the part of t he general public and officials that 
traffic violations arc not crimes, even when the result 
is death for some innocent person. 

In Antioch, parents would be shamed and con- 
sider it a disgrace if Junior were booked and "made 
the paper" for armed robbery or even a lesser 
charge, but if he gets publicity for operating the 
family car like a lunatic, they feel no such stigma. 
If he is picked up for traffic violation, they may 
restrict his driving for a time, or reprimand him, 
but in most cases he'll be out on the road again in 
a short time with the same loaded weapon— the 
family car. 

It seems taken for granted that every driver 
will be "picked up" for traffic violation at some time. 

We wonder whether or not a realistic approach 
to traffic regulations would not result in a saving 
of life. Old, outmoded speed Limits, result in all 
drivers exceeding the limit at some time. 

A second deterrent on reckless driving would 



result if the general public and courts and police* 
men would regard traffic violations as crimes, and 
especially if reckless drivers who are involved In 
accidents where fatalities occur, were to be charged 
with homicide or murder. 

"All Fedral Power ft Subsidised" 

Admiral Ben Moreoll, U. S. N., Retired, served 
as chairman of the Hoover Commission Task Force 
on Water Resources and Power, and is a top author- 
ity in this field. In an article appearing in the 
October issue of The Freeman, he states: "All fed- 
eral power is subsidized, more or less." Tthen he 
lists six forms of subsidy, one or more of which ap- 
plies to every federal electric power project. 

These arc: "1. Interest rates which arc lower 
than the actual cost for long-term money. 2. No 
federal income taxes or comparable contribution to 
the cost of the federal government. 3. No state and 
local taxes (with two exceptions). 4. Charging 
large parts of the initial capital costs to wholly sub- 
sidized federal activities, such as flood control, navi- 
gation, fish and wild life, etc. 5.

$130,000,000 more in power income in 1953 alone. 
That $130,000,000. of course, was made up by all the 
taxpayers who footed part of the bills of the cus- 
tomers of the socialized systems.

Place in unbaked pie 
shell. Bake in a 350 degree F. oven 
for 1 hour. Remove from oven and 
sprinkle top with granulated sugar. 
Slice when cool. Yield; 8 servings. 



How Christmas 
Traditions started 

It was the Dutch who really start- 
ed Christmas on its cheerful way in 
the United Stales by introducing 
Americans to the jolly old man- 
Santa Claus. 

The mistletoe custom started cen- 
turies ago in England. It seems 
that the British druids, an ancient 
religious order, found a plant grow- 
ing atop a giant oak. Believing it 
heaven-sent, they took it as a sym- 
bol of love and purity. 

The druids are also believed to 
be the ones who initialed the idea 
Of the Yule log. Each winter they 
celebrated a festival in which they 
burned a sacred log. Three types 
of people were taboo in its presence 
—a barefooted person, a flat-footed 
person, and a squinting person. 

Mince pies started out in Eng- 
land on a much greater scale than 
Americans enjoy it today. At first, 
these pies were nine feet across and 
weighed 100 pounds or more They 
were called "minced" (shredded) 
pies because they were made of 
shredded meat. There's a legend, 
too, that mince pies symbolize the 
gift of spices brought by the Three 
Wise Men. 

The use of candles at Christmas 
dates back to the ancient Jewish 
festival of Hanukah — the Festival of 
Lights — which has been celebrated 
for many centuries to mark the 
victory of the Jewish Maccabees 
over the Syrians,

1 u i cups sifted all-purpose flour 

5 tablespoons sugar 

Grated rind of 1 lemon 

2 egg yolks, unbeaten 

^i cup butter 

2 to 3 egg whites 

1 cup almonds blanched and fine- 
ly chopped 

'•■I cup sugar 

Mix flour, sugar and lemon rind 
together in bowl. Add unbeaten 
egg yolks and butter and work into 
dry ingredients as for pastry. Tho 
dough should be soft. Beat egg 
whites until they peak. 

Break off a piece of dough the 
size of a walnut. Press into the 
palm of the hand and pat into a 
round flat cookie. Place on. an un- 
grcased cooky sheet and top with 
a teaspoon of beaten egg white. 
Sprinkle with nut mixture made by 
combining almonds with sugar. 
Bake at 375 degrees F. about 10 
minutes. 



WIENERBROT or 
VIENNESE BREAD 

3 cakes compressed yeast 
2 cups lukewarm milk 
Vi cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
6 cups flour, approximately 
1 cup butter 

1 teaspoon cardamon seed (op- 
tional) 

1 egg, slightly beaten 

'.-'i cup blanched, silvered almonds 

Dissolve yeast In lukewarm milk. 
Add sugar and salt and stir well. 
Add I cup of the flour and beat 
thoroughly. Add remainder of flour 
to make a stiff dough. 

Place on floured bread board or 
pastry cloth. Roll to Vi-lnch thick- 
ness. Dot with half of the butter 
leaving a 2-inch border. 

Fold dough In half; press edges 
together. Dot with remaining but- 
ter, leaving n 2-inch border. Fold 
In half. 

Press edges together. Roll dough 
to a trickness of 1/3 /nch. Fold 
in half, then in half again. Re- 
peat ' rolling and folding process 
three times. Place dough in lightly 
greased bowl. 

Cover and place in refrigerator 
for a half hour. Punch on a lightly 
floured pastry cloth or bread board. 
Cover and let rest 10 minutes. Roll 
out dough and shape ns desired. 
Place rolls on greased baking sheets. 

Brush with lightly beaten egg and 
sprinkle with slivered almonds. 

Allow to rise in a warm place 
until double in bulk. Sprinkle 
with sugar and bake in a 400 degree 
oven 10 to 15 minutes, or until done. 
Baking time depends upon size of 
rolls. Frost with a thin powdered 
sugar icing. 

APFEL STRUDEL or 
APPLE STRUDEL 

2 cups sifted flour 
l'tt teaspoons salt 

1 egg 

2 tablespoons melted bu\tcr 
Va cup warm water 
Melted butter 

% cup bread crumbs 

2 tablespoons butter 

2 to 214 pounds sliced apples 

Mt cup sugar 

4 teaspoons cinnamon 

',£ cup golden raisins 

1/8 cup chopped nutmcats. 

Mix flour and salt together. Add 
egg, melted butter and water and 
mix together thoroughly. Shape 
dough into a ball and place on a 
floured bread board; cover with a 
large bowl. Allow to rest for 1 
hour. 

Cover a large tabic with a cloth; 
Dust with flour. Place dough in 
center of cloth and roll until about 
a half inch thick. Then, using 
hands, stretch dough toward edges 
of the table until it is paper thin. 

Work with hands beneath the 
dough to prevent it from breaking. 
Brush with melted butter. 

Saute bread crumbs in 2 table- 
spoons butter until golden brown. 
Sprinkle half of the crumbs over 
the dough. Top with sliced apples. 

Combine sugar and cinnamon and 
sprinkle over apples. Cover with 
raisins and nuts, then sprinkle re- 
maining bread crumbs over all. 

Roll jelly roll fashion. Place 
on a greased cooky sheet and brush 
with melted butter. Bake in a pre- 
heated 350 degree F. oven about 1 
hour or until lightly browned. 
• Yield: 1 apple studel.

The 
driver should remember to stay one 
car length for every ten mllea per 
hour he Is traveling behind tho 
vehicle In front ot him, If this rule 
la observed, a driver will experi- 
ence little difficulty la picking up 
apood before actually passing a 
vehicle. 

When another vehicle attempts 
to paBs you, do cot Increase your 
speed. (Sec 6G, Uniform Act Regu- 
lating Traffic.) If tho driver of 
such a vehlclo has violated tho laws 
and Is passing on a hill or a curve 
and a car suddenly appears In the 
approachlng-llno, pull as far to the' 
right as possible and decrease your 
speed to allow the vehlclo to pasa 
you.

Report 151 Elections 
On School Bond Issues 



Irvin F. Pearson, Executive 
Secretary, Illinois Education asso- 
ciation, today announced the results 
of a study of bond and tax refer- 
enda which have been held in Illi- 
nois during the period from Jan. 
1, 1955. to Nov. 15, 195. 

Ninety-one counties submitted 
data. There were no elections on 
tax rates or bonds in 23 of the 
counties reporting. In the other 08 
counties reporting there were 151 
bond elections, of which 90 per cent 
were successful, and 117 elections to 
increase the educational tax rate 
of which 80 per cent carried. 

Pearson, in commenting upon the 
study, indicated that it was his opin- 
ion that the people will in general 
provide funds for their schools if 
they are properly informed. He 
called attention to the fact that 
there are several school districts in 
the state that are now bonded to the 
constitutional limit or close to it, 
and that many others have voted 
the maximum educational rate per- 
mitted under the law. 

Rapidly increasing enrollments 
in many districts indicate the neces- 
sity of providing additional class- 
rooms and other facilities in the 
near future. Already, the situation 
is acute in several districts.

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Trace Origirr of 

Christmas Tree 



There are many beautiful legends 
concerning the origin and signifi- 
cance of the Christmas tree. One 
sny s that it was an tovcrgreen tree 
which protected" Mary and Jo^qph 
_nnd Jesus from Herdd's soldiers.- s 

An old Norse legend recounts that 
the Lord sent down as emissaries 
Faith, Hope and Charity, to find a 
tree "As high as Faith, as eternal 
as Hope, and widespread as Love." 
They selected the balsam fir, which 
was all these things and bore "many 
crosses on every twig and branch." 

No one knows just how the cus- 
tom of having Christmas trees in 
homes began. One story is that 
Martin Luther, walking in a forest 
one Christmas night, noticed reflec- 
tions of stars sparkling on snow- 
covered evergreens. He cut one 
tree down and took it home with 
him. There, with many tiny can- 
dles, he tried to create the same ef- 
fect. His little children wore so de- 
lighted that he did the same thing 
next Christmas, and the Christmas 
tree became traditional. 

A less happy story concerns one 
of the first Christmas trees in this 
country. People Seeing the lighted 
tree through the windows of a Phil- 
adelphia home, denounced the tree 
as "pagan," threw rocks through the 
windows and tried, unsuccessfully, 
to make the owner destroy the tree. 

In spite of this sad beginning, the 
idea spread in popularity and 20 
years later, in 1851, the first Christ- 
mas trees were introduced for sale 
in New York. The custom has be- 
come an important part of our cele- 
brations and to today's children, 
indeed, it "just isn't Christmas" 
without a tree.

Committeemen in April, 
But Not Senatorial Com. 

Springfield, 111.— All counties In 
Illinois except Cook county will 
hold their first election of Represen- 
tative Committeemen at the April 
1050, primary election but there 
will be no election for Senatorial 
Committeemen In any county, At- 
torney General Latham Castle held 
(today in an official opinion. 

Up until the April, 1950, primary, 
Castle's opinion said, the chairmen 
of the county central committees of 
the counties within the Representa- 
tive districts arc to compose the re- 
spective representative committees. 

County Clerks. Castle's opinion 
advised State's Attorney Kenneth E. 
Evans of Macon county, should not 
accept nomination petitions for Sen- 
atorial Committeeman as statutory 
provisions for their election now 
have been repealed. 

The duty of a Senatorial commit- 
tee Is to fill a vacancy in the nom- 
ination for the office of state sena- 
tor caused by death or any other 
reason, Castle's opinion explained. 

The duties of a representative 
committee, the opinion said, are to 
determine the number of candidates 
to be nominated by the political 
party for the office of representa- 
tive In the General Assembly and 
to file their certificate showing the 
number to be nominated with the 
Secretary of State at least seventy 
days before the date of the April 
primary. This committee also, the 
opinion said, would fill any vacan- 
cy in a nomination for the office of 
state • representative caused by 
death or any other reason. 

Castle's opinion pointed out that 



passage of House Bill No, 78 by the 
last general assembly repealed pro- 
visions for filing of nomination peti- 
tions of Senatorial Committeemen 
and the placing of names of such 
candidates upon the primary ballot. 
The bill also provided for filing of 
nomination petitions for Represen- 
tative Committeemen and for plac- 
ing of names of such candidates on 
the primary ballot.

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Tuberculosis Hits 
100,000 Victims 
Every Year 

NEW YORK— Every year tuber- 
culosis claims about 100,000 new 
victims— an attack of one person 
every five minutes. 

Almost 400,000 persons In the 
United States are estimated to 
have nctivc tuberculosis today. It 
is difficult to know the exact num- 
ber because all cases' are not a 
matter of record. Because tubercu- 
losis has it long, symptomless on- 
set and because people may be 
careless about checking up on 
their health unless they arc actu- 
ally ill, tuberculosis frequently 
goes undiagnosed for months or 
even years. 

However, there arc 250.000 cases 
on health department records and, 
on the basis of experience in case- 
finding surveys, it is estimated 
there arc approximately 150,000 ac- 
tive cases unreported to health au- 
thorities. These unknown cases arc 
the ones spreading most of the dis- 
ease. 

In addition, there arc around 
800.000 people with inactive dis- 
ease — people who have been suc- 
cessfully treated for tuberculosis 
but, because of the chronic, relaps- 
ing nature of the disease, should 
continue under medical supervi- 
sion, with frequent check ups, lest 
they break down again. 

Thus, tuberculosis Is a health 
problem of Immediate concern to 
1,200,000 persons. Furthermore, the 
disease afTects fn a deeply personal 
way the husbands and wives, the 
children, the mothers and fathers, 
and other clo?c relatives of those 
afflicted with the disease. 

The plight of persons incapaci- 
tated by tuberculosis is a direct 
concern to the community, the 
state, and the nation. Tuberculosis 
today is costing this country $620,- 
000,000 a year, largely In tax dol- 
lars. 



Visitor Survives 
Life on 'Range' 

MADISON, Ind. — A Cincinnati 
man escaped injury while wander- 
ing for three weeks around a 
heavy-artillery firing range near 
Madison. 

David Gilkcy, 30, a contractor, 
was taken into custody on the 16,- 
000 acre Jefferson Proving Grounds 
and charged with trespassing on 
Government property. Army om- 
cials said he had been in an area 
where many projectiles fall. Gil- 
key said he heard tiring, but no 



shells fell near him. 

Gllkey spent the three weeks 
wandering about the grounds at 
night and sleeping In the fields and 
wooded sections during the day. 
All he had to cot was apples and 
pears he picked up on the big res- 
ervation. 

He spent the entire period In a 
sport coat, sport shirt, trousers, 
and low-cut shoes. Ho sold he 
climbed over the fence one night 
and did not realize until the follow- 
ing day he was on Government 
properly. 

Gllkey explained: "I guess you 
would call it retreat 1 was after. 
I just wanted to get away to my- 
self for a while.'* 



Largest Garter Snake 
Found by Zoologist 

LOS ANGELES— A 3»4 foot gar- 
ter snake, the largest such snake 
on record, has been found by a 
California Zoologist. 

The yard-long reptile was picked 
up by Jim Viol beside an Irrigation 
ditch near Yuma, Arizona. It ap- 
parently has thrived on the toads 
and frogs ulong the ditch. 

It is of a common variety of 
snake known as Marcy's garter 
snake. The king-sized garter snake 
is 14 inches longer than the largest 
garter snake on record. 

Other than its gigantic propor- 
tions the reptile is identical with 
the small striped variety that little 
boys carry around in their pocket 
to scare little girls with and just as 
harmless, according to Vial. 

The U.C.L.A. zoologist says that 
after a few weeks observation the 
snake will be pickled for posterity 
and placed in the University's bot- 
tled reptlli! collection. 



Farm Mortgages 
Greatly increased 

WASHINGTON— Fnrm mart- 
gages for the first half of 1055 to- 
taled 51.300,000.000, an increase of 
$300,000,000 over the first half of 
1054. says the Farm Credit Admin- 
istration. 

The mortgages also averaged - 
about $1,060 larger in the first six 
months of 1055— $7,050 this year as 
against $5,000 In 1054. 

Farm owners obtained the larg- 
est number of mortgages since 
1951 and the largest total of loan 
money since such statistics were 
started in 1034. 



TV Watchers 

WASHINGTON — U.S. families 
now have 32,000.000 television sets, 
compared with only about 5,000,000 
in 1950. the Census Bureau reports. 

Four out of five families in cities 
have them, the bureau said, and 
less than half of those living in 
rural areas.
